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REMARKS 

Claim Status 

Upon entry of this amendment, claims 1, 4 and 6 have been amended, and claims 1, 2, 4, 
6 and 7 remain pending. It should be understood that the amendments herein were made to 
clarify claim language and not to limit or narrow the scope of the claims, and thus, they should 
not be interpreted as narrowing claim amendments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants gratefully acknowledge the finding of allowable subject matter by the 
Examiner with respect to claims 1, 2, 4, 6 and 7. 

35 use 112 Rejection 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. In the interest of expediting allowance of this 
application and without conceding the issue of patentability, claim 1 has been amended as 
described above. Consequently, claim 1 is now deemed to be patentable over the cited art. 
Similarly, without conceding the issue of patentability, claims 2, 4, 6 and 7 depend fi-om claim 1 
and hence at least derive their respective patentability therefi-om. Applicants respectfiiUy submit 
that these claims are also allowable over the cited art.
